Scholars sua historians have pointed 
out thui there U little evidence worth 
consideration that Arthur was more 
than the creation of natural myth. 
Yet to many Corulshiuen, and to Kng 
llshmei) and Americans aa well, the 
herok' tules of the son of L'ther, re- 
• ordwl hmt by Nennlus In tlie latter 
half of the Ninth century, and spun 
since by poets and singers Into a gtis 
tenlng web of fancies and romance, 
have msde the figures as real and he 
ilevshle as those of the ni.tre aulheu- 
lie persons of hliUdry.
